wrap meat, the stores have piled 
up more work all the time,” said

to do something.” 
The result is a demand fiH* a 
limit on the amount of work a 
b utcher may b e required to do. 
It Ls unprecedented in the nation’s 
retail team industry.

WASHINGTON—This column recently disclosed 
that the Army has six satellites in a warehouse 
at the Redstone Arsenal, Huntsville, Ala., which 
it believes could have b en launched well ahead 
of the Russian Sp utnik. They have been g ather­ 
ing cobwebs for six months. 
TTiree months 
•g o the Budg et Bureau, op erating directly under 
the White House, actually sent auditors to Hunts­ 
ville to make sure not one p enny was sp ent by 
the Army on satellites. 
This column also revealed that the orig inal 
1954 satellite rog ram, “Op eratton Orbit,” which 
used the Navy and the Army and the Air 
Force, all working as a team, had been switched 
in July 1055 to “Op eration Vang uard * and p ut 
solely under the Navy . 
The Navy has an ex cellent man, John P. 
Ha;;en, in charg e of this op eration. But the 
Navy was the lea.st ex p erienced branch of the 
armed .services to be g iven ex clusive control 
of the satelllle because Uic chief p roblem is 
boosting the satellite into outer sp ace. This re­ 
quires a missile or rocket of tremendous p ower, 
and the Army and Air Force have been well 
ahead in develop ing such a missile. 
In fact, it was not until last week that the 
first stag e of the missile for "Op eration Van­ 
g uard” was finally giH off the g round at Cap e 
Canaveral, F’la. 
Why the Inefficiency ? 
The question which the American p ublic is en­ 
titled to ask the Eisenhower administration, 
therefore, is—why the switching from different 
branches of the armed services? W'hy the in­ 
efficiency ? WThy the trag ic delay which coat us 
untold loss of p restig e throug hout the world and 
definitely contributed to the toug hening of Rus­ 
sian p olicy in th Near East? 
Because of rig id censorship by the Eisenhower 
administration these answers are hard to g et. 
But the No. 1 answer is lack of direction 
at the top . 
Under Roosevelt, the atomic bomb or "Man­ 
hattan Project” was p laced under the direction 
of one man, Gen. Leslie Groves of the Army , 
now with Reming ton-Rand. Groves was not a 
scientist, but he was an administrator. He was 
resp onsible directly to the commander-in-chief, 
Franklin Roosevelt. All the scientists worked 
under him. He p laced Dr. Robert Op p enheimer

Uniter the much-p ublicized Eisenhower "team’* 
there has been little actual teamwork. Each 
branch of the armed services comp eted ag ainst 
the other. Eachj went before Cong ress to demand 
more money , materials, and manp ower. The 
p resent commander-in-chief who so emp hasised 
team-p lay actually had no team-p lay . Thoug h 
he sp ent his life in the military he did not act 
as commander over his own military . 
That was the p rimary reason why our world 
leadership in science evap orated.

Another reason was big business comp etitioii 
to g et in on g overnment contracts. 
This was 
hig hlig hted by Col. John Nickerson, who charg ed 
that General Motors, Bell Telep hone and Doug ­ 
las Aircraft—the first two comp anira once close 
to the Secretary of Defense and the under­ 
secretary of defense—had p ulled wires to p ut 
the intermediate rang e ballistic missile e.x clu- 
sively with the Air Force because the Army 
was working with Chry sler. The Nickerson court- 
martial was hushed up before It could ex p lore 
these charg es, but it Is a fact that General 
Motors, Bell Telep hone, and Doug las develop ed 
the Air Force’s Thor. 
And it is also a fact 
that the Army ’s Jup iter g ot into the air ahead of 
the Thor, y et Wilson wanted to shut down the 
Army ’s work altog ether. 
This may be one ex p lanation of why the Budg et 
Bureau sent auditors to Huntsville to stop all 
satellite work and why the six satellites were 
never launched. The Budg et Bureau knew the 
Army was chafing under Wilson’s order and p re­ 
sumably wanted to make sure some rebellious 
Army officer, p erhap s another Colonel Nicker­ 
son, didn’t jump the g un and launch a satellite 
as a p ublicity stunt. 
If he had, American p restig e in the world 
today would have been much better off. 
In addition there was another factor which 
may have contributed to inefficiency and which 
will be discussed in a future column. 
Atomic Comp etUloB 
During their recent trip to Russia, members 
of the Joint Cong ressional Atomic Energ y Com­ 
mittee visited the Dubna hig h energ y laboratory 
where the world’s larg est sy nchrotron is in­ 
stalled, with a cap acity of 10 billion electron 
volts. 
Sealed at lunch beside the director of the 
laboratory . Sen. Albert Gore (D., Tenn.) was 
asked bow American scientists g ot their money 
for research p rojects. 
"Well,” rep lied Gore, "the President p resents 
a request for funds to Ckmg ress. and the House 
and the Senate vote. After that there’s a com­ 
p romise and finally the President ap p roves the 
total a mo un t . • 
"That’s not ex actly what I meant,” said tha 
Russian. “How do y our scientists submit their 
requests?” 
"Cto,” said Gore, "they make an initial re­ 
quest and then it’s reflected in the President’s 
recommendation to Cong ress. By the way , how 
do y ou Russian scientists g et y our funds for 
research?” 

“Fva been told 
by some of y our American scientists that the 
way they g et their money is to say , ’The Rus­ 
sians have a 6 80-meg avolt cy clotron, and we need 
a big g er one,* Or, ‘The Russians have a 5,000-kw 
reactor, and wa need a big g er one.* la ttiat 
true?”

Both neuritis and neuralg ia are 
p ainful disorders of the nerves 
sup p ly ing the body . 
In neuralg ia, the p ain ex tends 
along the course of the nerve itself. 
It may result from disease or ir­ 
ritation in the brain or sp inal cord. 
Neuritis means an inflammation 
of a norve or of nerves which is 
accomp anied by p ain and tender­ 
ness, disturbances of feeling of sen­ 
sation, and a certain amount of 
muscular wasting . 
Any one of several causes may 
be resp onsible for either condition. 
The p roblem is to try to find 
which one is p resent. Diabetes 
(esp ecially if the condition has not 
been controlled by suitable diet or 
insulin) and infections are among 
the common causes. 
Vitamin deficiencies, esp ecially 
the lack (rf Vitamin B-1, may p ro­ 
duce nerve p ain. One ty p e of neu­ 
ritis is ccwnmon among the vic­ 
tims of chronic alcoholism. Per­ 
hap s at least p art of the reason 
is that such p ersons substitute al­ 
cohol for a p rop erly balanced diet 
containing enoug h Vitamin B-l, 


This ty p e of neuritis often can be 
much imp roved, or even relieved 
entirely , by g iving enoi^h B-l. 
Painful neuritis Is p resent in 
shing les, or herp es zoster. Severe 
anemia can p roduce n e u r i t i s 
Heavy metal p oisoning with lead, 
arsenic and others frequently af­ 
fects the nerves. Many of the 
chemicals used in industry may 
also p roduce neuritis. 
Infections of almost any kind arc 
often associated with oionre p ains. 
Successful treatment is almost 
alway s a p roblem. Sometimes the 
p ain is almost intolerable, p articu­ 
larly in p eop le weakened by dis­ 
ease and in the elderly . Rdief has 
sometimes been obtained by killing 
the nerve by injecting alcohol or 
by cutting the nerve by an op era­ 
tion. Of course, this does not g et 
at the root of the trouble, but such 
p rocedures may be needed to 
bring relief. 
Most victims of neuritis recover, 
but there are still far too maiQr 
who continue to suffer fw a long 
time. Thus nerve p ains are not 
only common but constitute a com­ 
p licated p roblem.
